Tbe 5th Ward School House. 


The joint committeeof the City Coun- 


cil and School Committee appointed a 
year or more ago to build a new school-

The way this business is carried on,

measuring about fourteen feet in length, 
six feet in width and four feet deep, 
open at each end, is sunk at the mouth 
of the creek in such a manner that all 
fish going up or down the stream will 
pass through it. One or more men are 
then placed on watch and as soon as a 
white whale, cr grampus, of the de- 
sired dimensions, say ten or twelve feet 
in length aud of 1300 to 1800 pounds 
weight, is seen to pass up the'creek the 
lowerend of the box is securely closed. 
When, at the him of the tide, his whale- 
ship makes his way toward the gulf he 
passes into this .trap and is made com- 
plete prisoner by'the closing of the 
upper end of the box. The whole 
thing is then removed from the water 
md loaded into a boat ready for traus- 
lortation. 


The bottom of the box on which the 


whale rests is covered with rnckweed 
to a depth of about one foot and the 
sides are carefully padded with the 
same material to make the unnatural 
position of the wonder as comfortable

His collections are not only large and- 
handsome, Jmt .show many curiosities 
not to be found in any other place of 
the kind in this country, his marine 
collections, showing the wonderful dif- 
ference between native and tropical 
productions, shells and minerals being 
especially fine. Alt article of especial 
[ocal interest is an ancient treasure 
chest, originally the property of one of 
Newport's most famous slave traders. 
It is composed entirely of iron, is about 
four feet long by two deep and two 
wide aud weighs about 400 pounds. To 
any one unacquain ted with the secrets 
of this strong-hold the only means of 
ockiug the box are two ponderous 
msps secured on the outside by pad- 
ocks, but there is a secret keyhole on 
:op and near the centre of the cover, 
ngcniously hidden by a false bolthead, 
which connects with a massive and 
lowcrful lock inside. We doubt if 
there are any modern safes that come 
nearer being burglar-proof than this an- 
cient lelic of the slave trade of tiro old- 
en time. On the inside of the lid, ar- 
tistically cut in iron, may be seen the 
old Duteh wivens, or coat-of-anns.

If the little 
fellow has had honey enough it disap- 
pears; but if, as is usually the case, it 
receives only enough to whet its appe- 
tite, it will lead to another nest and 
sometimes even to a third.—[St Nicho- 
las.

The' Long >nd Bifid InqnlrT Fl.ally 


~ Brought to a Clow. 


The inquiry into the causes of the 


death of the'late Berij. '3. Button, con- 
tinued from last week, was resumed on 
Thursday mdrniug, in the presence of a 
large gathering of colored citizens. 
The witnesses examined were Hattio 
Pierce, Wra. H. Mitchell, George Sea- 
forteh. John A. Cottrell, Clias. H. Lang- 
ley, Mary liice, James T. Thurston, Ed 
ward E.. Essex, J., A. Stringer, Misi 
Susan 'tew, John JFalgan, Dr. H. E 
Turner, 'Dr. W. T. Parker, Dr. 8. W. 
Francis, Richard Dugah, Miss Morri- 
son, Annie Burton, Mrs. Stoddard, De- 
tective Hammond, Maria Dorsey, Geo 
T. Downing, Allan Dorsey, Jonas Elias 
Mrs. Louise Elias, tho Misses Elias 
Michael Fitzgerald, Jefferson Morison

quantity. Dr. Crussy onco stated in om 
hearing, 'that if the leaves are eaten 
frcah, fI'qm the trees, or from the haj 
mows' in the winter when thoroughly 
dry; they rarely if ever injure cattle. 
Whether this is true may be questioned, 
since there art; recorded cases uf pois- 
oning from eating of the fresh leaves. 
The leaves of tho cultivated cherry trees 
have also been known to kill calves, 
and to injure older cattle. Peach leaves 
are probably unsafe to eat in large quan- 
tities when in a wilted state, as peach 
trees and cherry trees are quite nearly 
related. The poisonous principles in 
the leaves is. uudenttopd to be prussic 
acid, as this acid is found, though .Bitar- 
iugly, in the seeds or. pits of this class 
of. trees. Cattle that eat freely of wilt- 
ad cherry. leaves are usually soon past 
all cure, and are not unf requqijtly foijud 
dead in the pasture.

Plenty of hay and grain should be the 
food of the cows, with skim milk for 
the pigs.—[Stockman. 


How to Stack Grain.

the grain raised in the state is seriously 
injured by bad stacking is a sufficient 
excuse'for. annually referring to the 
subject. .Generally stacking is done in 
a hiirry, and under the expectation that 
it will be threshed as soon as sticking 
ifl.done makes farmers more careless. 
But it is nearly as rapidly done, as to 
do it slovenly.1 There is but one thing 
to do to properly preserve the grain. It 
is to keep the centre of the stack solid 


How to Boil Water. 


Pity the sorrows of those families 


when the tea-kettle simmers nil day 
long;-aud is simply filled in from time 
to time at the top, as it boils away. The 
late Charles Delmonico taught 
his 


friends how to boil water. The secret 
is to put good fresh water into a clean. 
Iry kettle, already quite warm, and 
lien use tho freshly boiling water im- 
mediately for tea, coffee, or the "hot 
water breakfast drink," and before it 
gets sodden with'boiling. To let tin 
water stenm until all the life is boilc 
out into the atmosphere of the kitche 
aud the dregs only left iu the kettle 
worse, Delmonico used to' say, "than i 
water at all!" This simply means th 
the tea-kettle must he emptied fr 
qtiently and dried tin the range, soai 
be quite hot when tjie fresh water 
put into it.

It would greatly help our case if 
we could poBsibly approximately arrive 
at the number of leaky and unscaworthy 
vessels which pass us by in the course 
of a year, made so by the fearful weath- 
er at certain seasons encountered off 
the Cape, and at suuh times being often 
unable to fetch Simon's Ray. It is well 
known that many such give us the go- 
by, but how many, and what after be- 
comes of them, we unwisely think is 
no business of ours, whereas we should 
go into this and other details to prove 
to the world the number of lives and 
the amount of money that might be 
saved, had we only a dock hero where 
repairs could be effected at one-tenth 
the cost that it now obtains. As an ex- 
ample of what might be saved to own- 
er§, underwriters or parties concerned, 
let us take for example the last vessel 
repairing here. Her bill was £000, and 
the captain told me that had there been 
a dock here his repairs would not have 
cost more than £UO or £100 at the out- 
side, to say nothing of the saving of 
time. ^ In this ease the rudder required 
repairing — a couple of iron bands aud a 
little else. To effect this in tho open 
roadstead a certain portion of the car- 
jo had to be lauded — hence the expense; 
whereas he assured me that had lie been 
indock,not an ounce of cargo need have 
eft the ship.
